Type  41,    Pennsylvania   Seedleaf   stocks 
on  July   1,    1940,  were    102,160,000  pounds.      Of  this    total  a bout    73 
million  pounds  were   binders    and  fillers   and   about   29  million  pounds 
were   stemming  grades   or   lower.

The   foreign --grown   cigar-leaf  tobacco    stocks    in' the   United 
States    on  July   1 ,- 1940  ,-  c  onsisted    of    6,937,000   pounds    of   Cuba    (Havana) 
tobacco,    3,016,000  pounds    of   Sumatra  and  Java,   and   7,164,000  pounds 
of  Philippine.  Islands    (Manila)    tobacco.      The  detailed   report   shows 
these,  stocks    subdivided   into  wrappers,    fillers,    and    scrap. 

The  figures    quoted  for -type  totals  are   the   sums   of   unstemmed 
and   stemmed   leaf  as   reported.      A  table    is   included   showing  all   types 
on  a  farm-sales  weight   basis  with   stemmed   leaf    converted   to   unstemmed 
equivalent,  and  also  a   table   showing  separately   stocks    owned   by 
manufacturers   and  stocks   owned   by  dealers.
